on the coast. The first one was put in 
17 this company for the Santa Ana 
alley Fruit Company at Santa Ana. 
It was got in operation late last year. 
A few carloads of grapes were shipped, 
which were received in prime condi- 
tion. The Interocean Company has 
shipped one carload of oranges. They 
have heard by telegraph that they went 
through in perfect condition. 

The capacity of the present works is 
12 carloads of fruit per day for cooling, 
or 24 carloads for storage. 

The cost of the treatment of oranges 
is 20 cents per box. Prices on other 
fruits have not yet been fixed, but will 
be as soon as the season opens 

Riverside and Santa Ana will not be 
allowed to monopolize this business, as 
the company intends, as soon as neces- 
sity arises, to put in warehouses in a 
few other leading points in Southern 
California. 

This process, if it proves a success, 
and there seems scarcely room for a 
doubt that it will, will revolutionize 
fruit growing here. Its benefits are so 
obvious as to scarcely need enlarging 

= It will. enable fruit growers to 
their oranges, etc., on the eastern 
— in as perfect a state as when 
gathered, and also to put them in the 
market at such times as they will com- 
mand the highest prices. It will en- 
able fruit growers to sell their grapes 
fresh, making a greater profit than b 
converting them into raisins. It wil 
enable sh My to save a large amount 
in freight shipping their fruit on 
freight instead of passenger trains. It 
will even enable 1 to supply 
our eastern frien ith early vegeta- |; 
bles at a time when they will command 
fancy prices.

Woman Suffrage—Will It Decline? 


Inclosing a clipping from THE TES 
which comments on the recent decision 
of the Supreme Court of Wyoming 
withdrawing the suffrage from women 
of that Territory, a lady of Los An- 
geles writes as follows: 

It is certainly to be regretted that the 
women of Wyoming are to be Sopesves of 
the privilege of the ballot, which they have 

so well. We have heard excellent re- 
ports from there from residents who knew 
whereof they spoke, among the number an 
ex-Governor who acknowledges that he was 
op to the idea at first, but was thor- 
oughly convinced by the = results. 

t is true, there has na persistent 
effort made by intelligent and worthy ladies 
like Mrs. Stanton, M:s. Livermore and oth- 
ers. And why has there not been more 

rogress made? Mainly on account of the 
fi uor traffic, which so largely controls the 
politics of our nation. Those 24 in 
that business bitterly oppose the ballot for 
women. They know too well what the re- 
sult would be. Most of these are foreigners 
who come here bringing customs that are 
not allowed in their own countries. Our 
Sabbath is made a holiday. The gilded 
saloon is allowed to decoy our young men, 
and even boys, with music and other attrac- 
tions. And this not only in business hours, 
but all through the night, when they are 
to perpetrate the crimes with which 
our papers are filled. 

According to the last census, there are 
nearly 5,000,000 more native-born American 
white women, than foreign born and colored 
people of both sexes—Negro, Indian, Chi- 
nese and all, in the United States. And

The rights and wrongs of female 
suffrage, as well as the incongruities 
of withholding it, and the questions of 
expediency involved, have been can- 
vassed so many times that it is not 
necessary to go over them here. As to 
the question propounded by four fair 
correspondent Is taxation without 
representation right?“ we can only 
reply in the broad spirit of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, No it is not—or 
words to that effect. Still, foreigners, 
non-resident as well as those who live 
in this country without naturalization, 
are taxed without the franchise, and 
miners are taxed, while they are denied 
votes. There are exceptions to nearly 
all general principles. 

As to the moral influence which would 
be exercised by the ballot in the hands 
of women, we have sometimes had a 
misgiving on that point, too. Of course 
a much larger preponderance of women 
are temperate and moral than of men. 
But there are still a great many bad 
women in the country. If the franchise 
were given women it is certain that the 
worse sort would be at the polls in full 
force, while many of the better element 
would doubtless remain away through 
diffidence or indifference. Then, how 
about those women of foreign birth or 
training, or even those of native Ameri- 
can stock who are fond of taking a 
glass of beer or wine, or something 
stronger upon occasion—could they be 
uniformly relied upon to vote the tem 
perance ticket? We fear not. . 
The sage remark attributed to Deacon 
Bedott (and, by the way, a woman 
wrote those famous papers) was this: 
„We're all poor critters.” 

It is just possible that the extension 
of the franchise to women would multi- 
ply the army of “poor critters” who 
struggle over the elections, without 


power between them. If this were to 
be the outcome, then good Lord fore- 
fend us! There is trouble enough now 
without dragging the women into it. 
With the backsét which female suf- 
frage has received in Wyoming and 
the cold shoulder which has been given 
it in Congress, the fact cannot be 
denied that the cause has lost some of 
its vantage ground. This must be 
regained, if regained at all, by long 
and arduous effort. If the question of 
woman’s rights has that elasticity 
which is popularly ascribed to truth, 
it will rise again, and, at some period 
in 'the eternal years of God“ will 
claim its own. But that may be a long 
time hence.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

Little en- 
couragement has been had to look for relief 
from the first drawback until Vilas dies, 
resigns or otherwise goes out; but happil 
an end is about to be put to the second. 
Saturday and Sunday next will witness the 
removal of the postoflice from its present 
rters to the new building erec for it 
by L W. Hellman, R. 8. Baker and their 
associates, on North Main street, opposite 
Arcadia street and the north end of the 
Baker block. A — 15 and diagram of 
the new postoffice will be found below: 
The building—of which Kysor & Morgan 
are architects—is of brick, and has been 
finished one story high, in order that the 
postofiive might move in at once. As soon 
as the rainy season is over, however, the 
building will be carried up toa height of 
three es. The present structure was 
built and fitted with special reference to its 
use as a postoffice, and is high, airy and 
well lighted with light on four sides. The 
whole uilding itself is a rectangle, but the
